In the course of his annual address a 


the secret session of the Illinois State 
Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, in Gooi 
Templars Hall on Tuesday afternoon 
Master (i. A. Giller, of Whitehall, stated 
that the organization 4u the state was 
now ou a much firmer foundation thai 
ever before, and that the work that is be 
ing accomplished ia making a good im 
preseion in every neighborhood whore 
there is a prosperous subordinate < >range 
The novelty of the Grange movement has 
passed away. Those who become mem- 
bers now do so from principle, and as a 
general thing become good, earnest work- 
ers in tbe cause. The old political dead 
beats that were such a heavy load to car- 
ry, have sloughed ol!: those who joined 
for the sake of plunder are gone, and wo 
have remaining a bodj of earnest men 
and women who are desirous uf educat- 
ing themselves, and elevating their call- 
ing, so that those now entiling upon the 
stage of action will not be ashamed to 
own that they are the- sons or daughters 
of American farmers. On the subicct of 
transportation in which every farmer and 
the public generally are interested, the 
Master said the American people will tol- 
erate no masters, anj that the people 
alone must be the sovereigns. He direct- 
ed special Attention to railro,id,,innm>p3- 
lies. The Grange is not opposed to rail-
